Selecting and identifying a physical document, storing the 
document reference in a Selections Table 
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Identifying and storing in the Selections Table the network 
address of a server where an electronic copy of said 

physical document can be accessed 
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Selecting and identifying a page of said physical document, 
and storing the page number in the Selections Table 
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Selecting a part of said page 
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Using the stylus, drawing on the transparent ELDT a polygonal 

line around the selected part of the page
